The 
Philadelphia brought one nonimmune passenger from Caracas, who 
was taken to the quarantine station and held five days. 

The Spanish steamship Montevideo arrived on the 22d from Habana, 
via Fort Limon, Colon, Barranquilla, Curacao, Puerto Cabello, and La 
Guaira. As usual, this vessel was held in quarantine while here. 

There are at present no cases of varioloid in the city of San Juan. 

The following is a summary of the inspection work done at the six 
subports during the month: Number of vessels inspected at Maya- 
guez, 5; Arecibo, 2; Aguadilla, 1; Humacao, 2; Fajardo, 1. 

The following are the mortality statistics as reported from the several 
subports: At Mayaguez, 92; Arecibo, 104; Humacao, 41; Aguadilla, 
40; Fajardo, 28; Arroyo, 7. 

Nothing of interest has been reported from the subports.
